Preparing for 
the future as 
funding falls 


MORE than £100,000 is going to be cut 
from Haverhill Town Council's budget 
as the Government urges local author¬ 
ities to tighten their belts. 

The town council is going to lose an 
estimated £129,000 in grants from St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
which ruled to reduce its support by 25 
per cent each year until the money is 
phased out in 2017/18. 

Town Clerk Will Austin has criticised 
the borough for not discussing the cut 
with town councillors before it was 
passed at full council on Monday. 

Mr Austin says Haverhill Town 
Council only found out about the fund¬ 
ing days before the meeting. 

He said: “We accept the borough’s 
decision but I feel that some council¬ 
lors have been misled because they 
were told that town and borough coun¬ 
cils were consulted, and we most cer¬ 
tainly were not.” 

Mr Austin said that the £129,000 
which will be phased out equates to 15 
per cent of the town council’s money. 

And he warned that as a result some 
of the town’s major events could be at 
risk of being cancelled. 
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A spokeswoman for the borough 
council said that reducing the money 
given to the town council is not a cut. 

She said: “It reflects the council’s cut 
in funding due to the way the 
Government last year changed the 
council tax benefit subsidy.” 

The Government awarded a discre¬ 
tionary grant to the district and bor¬ 
ough councils which collect council 
tax for the financial year 2013/14. 

St Edmundsbury gave out the entire 
grant to their parish and town coun¬ 
cils, but now they don’t have sufficient 
funding to do so. 

Town mayor Cllr Roger Andre has 
said that while the town council 
regonises that authorities need to 
make savings there seems no need for 
the funding to be removed completely. 

He said: “The people of Haverhill 
should be properly consulted on the 
measure and should have the opportu¬ 
nity to demonstrate the impact on our 
community to borough councillors to 
enable them to come to a considered 
decision.” 


The council spokeswoman said: “It 
was a decision, not a consultation, 
because consultation is about options 
- in this case St Edmundsbury’s only 
options were to keep the money, pass 
on the cut or reduce services. 

“It is now up to towns and parishes to 
decide how they will deal with the 
impact of the Government’s decision.” 

Cuts to local authority funding have 
come at the same time as proposed 
community budget plans - a move to 
put neighbourhoods in control of how 
their money is spent. 

Haverhill was one of 12 pilot locations 
selected to take part in the scheme, 
overseen by ONE Haverhill. 

Sarah Howard, chair of ONE Haverhill 
board, said: “One of the key drivers for 
establishing a successful community 
budget is that we all know that coun¬ 
cils’ budgets are going to continue to 
be cut for the next few years so it’s 
essential that they are doing every¬ 
thing they can to use their money bet¬ 
ter.”

AFTER staying in a mater¬ 
nity hospital to be with her 
sick baby daughter, Jenna 
Moss was desperate to find 
a way to give back to the 
charity who helped her. 

Jenna, from Haverhill, and 
husband Adam were put up 
in hospital accommodation 
following the birth of their 
daughter Ava on February 
17. 

Little Ava was born with 
the umbilical cord wrapped 
around her neck, which 
caused a lack of oxygen to 
her brain. 

She was rushed to the neo¬ 
natal Intensive Care Unit 
(NICU) at the Rosie Hospital 
in Cambridge for treatment. 

The couple were invited to 
stay in Chestnut House for a 
week so they did not have to 
be apart from their daugh¬ 
ter, who stayed in hospital 
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until March 2. 

Jenna, 26, said: “It was a 
really worrying time for us 
and we didn’t want to leave 
Ava’s side so being able to 
stay close by her was so 
important. 

“We were not able to hold 
Ava for the first five days, 
which was so hard but being 
able to sit with her from 
morning to night helped us 
to bond with her and cope 
with the situation.” 

Jenna said they feel lucky 
to have Ava happy, healthy 
and at home but their expe¬ 
rience at Chestnut House 
made them want to give 
back to the charity, and 
raise money to support 
other parents who might 
find themselves in a similar 
situation. 


The 26-year-old said: 
“They were a lifeline to us, 
as well as our family and 
friends. 

“Every day I feel blessed 
because it could have been 
all so different - she could 
have been brain damaged 
or she could have died and I 
am so lucky to have a 
healthy baby.” 

Jenna, of Chedburgh 
Place, invited family and 
friends round to her home 
for a morning of hot drinks, 
tasty treats and a raffle, 
including prizes donated by 
Diva and JJ’s Hair and 
Beauty in Haverhill. 

Their generosity and par¬ 
ticipation raised £380. 

Alan Booth, house man¬ 
ager of Chestnut House 
said: “I am so pleased to 
hear that Ava is now home 
and well with her family. We 


are so thankful to Jenna for 
organising a coffee morn¬ 
ing for us and we hope eve¬ 
ryone had a lovely time. 

“It costs £28 to accommo¬ 
date a family for one night 
in Chestnut House so the 
money Jenna has raised will 
help us to support many 
more families when they 
need it most.”

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10-year ban for man, 70, who 
caused suffering to pet dogs 



A PENSIONER has been banned 
from keeping any animals for 10 
years after he neglected his pet 
dogs. 

John Staples, 70, of Lulworth 
Drive, Haverhill, pleaded guilty to 
ignoring the needs of his dogs, 
Heidi and Mimi, on September 5 
at Bury St Edmunds Magistrates 
Court. 

Both animals were suffering 
from external growths, which 
made it difficult for them to walk, 
and Staples, 70, had made no 
move to take them to see a vet. 

The dogs had been suffering for 
a minimum of two months before 
the RSPCA intervened in February 
this year and took the dogs away. 

Jonathan Ripman, prosecuting, 
said that some of the growths 
were as big as 10cm and that they 
could have been easily treated if 
the dogs had received veterinary 
care. 

He said: “Staples said he had not 
done anything wrong, or any¬ 
thing deliberately He said he was 
experienced in looking after dogs, 
and not as bad as some others.” 

Heidi, a 13-year-old brown lab¬ 
rador, also had severe skin ulcers 
and had to be put down. 

Mimi, a six to eight-year-old 
cocker spaniel, had halitosis and a 
thick layer of tartar covering her 
teeth. 
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The RSPCA have pulled out her 
teeth, leaving only the canines 
behind, and she cannot be re¬ 
homed because she is too nerv¬ 
ous. 

Staples, who has other dogs and 
a cat at home, said he did not take 
Heidi and Mimi for treatment 
because he could not afford to pay 
vets bills, and he wanted to try 
and spare his pets more pain. 

Nick Wray, mitigating, said: “The 
problems with these dogs are not 
because of anything he has done 
wrong. They are problems that 
come with old age. 

“He has failed to take the appro¬ 
priate action and he recognises he 
should have done something.” 

Inspector Richard Lythgoe of the 
RSPCA said that the 10 year ban is 
the best they could have hoped 
for. 

He said: “The outcome of the 
case sends out a sign that the 
courts and the British public will 
not allow cruelty to animals. 

“These dogs were caused a huge 
amount of suffering because their 
owner failed to get them care.” 

Staples was also ordered to pay 
£250 towards court costs and he 
has been given seven days to find 
homes for his other pets. 


Robbers 
warned 
they face 
jail terms 

A PAIR of street robbers 
have been warned they 
face immediate custody 
for their crimes. 

Luke Perry, 22, and 
Stephen Pryce, 20, 
appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Friday 
and pleaded guilty to 
robbery 

The incident, which 
happened on July 21, 
saw the pair take a 
phone and an iPad. 
Perry, of Cangle 
Junction, Haverhill, had 
23 previous convictions 
for 48 offences. 

Pryce, of Sorrel Walk, 
Haverhill, who was sub¬ 
ject to a community 
order at the time of the 
robbery, has asked for 
14 other offences to be 
taken into considera¬ 
tion, the court heard. 
Judge Rupert Overbury 
remanded the two men 
in custody and told 
them that immediate 
custody was inevitable. 
Sentencing will take 
place later this month.

Lessons continue in town 
during teachers’ strike 


SCHOOLS across Haverhill 
were mostly open as normal 
during a countrywide teacher 
strike on Tuesday. 

Castle Manor Academy and 
the majority of the town’s pri¬ 
mary schools were business as 
usual for the school day, 
despite many schools across 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk 
closing. 

Samuel Ward Academy, on 
Chalkstone Way, was only 
open for Years 7 and 8. 

In a letter sent home to par¬ 
ents, head of school Andy 
Prestoe explained that the 
school was open for these year 
groups in order to support 
parents who would otherwise 
need additional childcare. 

The school day ended at 


2.50pm as all after school 
activities were cancelled. 

Pupils from Years 9, 10, 11 
and Sixth Form were encour¬ 
aged to use revision websites 
and the academy’s virtual 
learning environment to 
ensure they did not miss out 
during the closure. 

Clements Community 
Primary School, on 
Greenfields Way, had teachers 
present for Years 2 and 4 only, 
with other staff taking part in 
the strike. 

More than 90 schools in 
Cambridgeshire were partial¬ 
ly closed on Tuesday and hun¬ 
dreds of teachers met on 
Parkers Piece in Cambridge to 
protest. 

The strike was a result of 


joint action across the two 
biggest teaching unions NUT 
and NASUWT. 

Other teachers reportedly 
agreed with the strike, but 
could not afford to lose a day’s 
pay so attended work instead.

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Councils 
together to 
fight cuts 

THE largest councils in Suffolk 
plan to work together to over¬ 
come cuts. 

New figures have revealed 
that from April next year until 
March 2016, the county’s 
councils are expecting to 
experience a £62.7 million cut 
in government funding, 
equivalent to 39 per cent over¬ 
all. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council alone will be forced to 
save £1.6 million in grants - 
which amounts to 47 per cent. 

The political leaders and 
chief executives from the 
Suffolk County Council and 
the seven district and borough 
authorities plan to work 
together to cut costs by build¬ 
ing on joint working arrange¬ 
ments that are already in place 
across councils. 

They will also try and form 
new partnerships to protect 
their services. 

Leader of Suffolk County 
Council Cllr Mark Bee, has 
said that the local authorities 
need to work together to help 
make the savings. 

He said: “It’s important that 
we do not underestimate the 
scale of the financial chal¬ 
lenge facing local government 
in the next two years. 

“But that doesn’t mean that 
there aren’t things that we can 
do, together, to help manage 
the challenge.”

‘Bully’ landlord 
found guilty 
of sex offences 


A “JEKYLL and Hyde” pub 
landlord who was found 
guilty of 18 sex offences 
against young girls failed to 
turn up for sentencing after a 
suspected heart attack. 

Peter Lee, 75, formerly of 
Deans Close, Haverhill, and 
The Woolpack on Queen 
Street, was found guilty of 12 
indecent assaults on a girl 
under 16 and six counts of 
gross indecency with a girl 
under 16 after a six-day trial. 

The 75-year-old, now of 
Lords Lane, Heacham, denied 
the allegations, but the jury of 
eight men and four women 
convicted the pensioner after 
just over four hours of delib¬ 
eration at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

Lee was due to return to 
court for sentencing at 2pm 
yesterday, but was admitted 
to hospital after a suspected 
heart attack. 

Sentencing has been post¬ 
poned until October 16, at the 
earliest. 

The 75-year-old has been on 
bail throughout the proceed¬ 
ings. 
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Lee’s offences took place 
between 1972 and 1981 while 
he was living in Haverhill. 

Both of Lee’s victims, who 
were under 16 at the time of 
the abuse, gave evidence in 
the trial and told the court 
that they were too afraid to 
come forward at the time. 

After getting in touch with 
each other and discussing 
their experiences, the women 
decided to go to the police. 

The court heard during the 
trial that media reports of 
high profile sexual abuse 
cases, including those involv¬ 
ing Jimmy Savile, had encour¬ 
aged the two women to final¬ 
ly come forward more than 30 
years after keeping the abuse 
a secret. 

The 75-year-old was arrest¬ 
ed in January. 

One of the women is now in 
her 40s, and the other in her 
50s. 

The younger of the two 
women told the court: “Peter 
Lee physically and sexually 
abused me and I can’t let him 


be a pillar of society any long¬ 
er.” 

Lee reportedly touched the 
girls over and inside their 
underwear while making 
them touch him indecently. 

The older woman reported 
similar experiences to the 
court, and also said that the 
abuse took place on an almost 
weekly basis and that Lee told 
her it was “our little secret”. 

She claimed that the abuse 
began when she was aged 
nine and did not cease until 
she was 15. 

Charles Myatt, prosecuting, 
described Lee as a “Jekyll and 
Hyde” character, who 
behaved like a bully behind 
closed doors. 

He said: “He had a public 
front as the life and soul of 
any situation, everyone got 
on with him, but behind the 
scenes he was a physical and 
sexual bully.” 

Mr Myatt also said that Lee 
told police on arrest that he 
did not understand why the 
girls were lying about him, 
and that the allegations were 
not true.

Despite falling head over heels for 
the healthy versions of family meal 
favourites, the mum-of-four sacri¬ 
ficed her favourite snack foods and 
biggest vice - cheese - in the name of 
fighting fat. 

As Chris altered her eating habits 
and the pounds dropped off, she 
wanted to become more active. 

The 38-year-old, who has four 
daughters Becky, 13, Lucy, 10, and 
twins Abbie and Evie, 5, ran her first 
half marathon in October 2011. 

Since getting bitten by the exercise 
bug, Chris has now completed anoth¬ 
er half marathon, a 10K run and char¬ 
ity cycle rides. 

She said: “It’s given me a whole new 
lease of life and it’s given me time with 
my husband because we go running 
together and on bike rides.” 

Chris and Stephen, 48, have been 
together for 19 years and married for 
12 . 

When she reached her target weight, 
the mum-of-four was whisked away to 
the Trafford Centre for a shopping 
spree, no expense spared. 

Shopping, Chris says, is a whole new 
experience wearing a size 10 to 12, 
and the prize of feeling good is worth 
all of the hard work. 

“It did get hard sometimes,” said 
Chris, “and it’s even harder when you 
are craving something. 

“I have one pair of jeans that I call 
my fat jeans, and I get them out on low 
days.”

Driver banned 
for two years 


A DRIVER who crashed into 
other vehicles while over the 
drink-drive limit has been 
banned for two years. 

Gary Dickson, 47, of Helions 
Park Grove, Haverhill, drove 
his partner’s BMW around 
the town centre depsite hav¬ 
ing no driving licence or 
insurance. 

He was spotted near 
Haverhill Tesco on Cangle 
Road on luly 27 where he 
drove over several traffic 
calming measures before 
striking the side of a car trav¬ 
elling in the opposite direc¬ 
tion. 

Dickson also collided with 
two parked cars, one of them 
in a disabled parking bay, and 
the impact forced it forward 
to strike a third vehicle. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, 
said a concerned member of 
the public who had been fol¬ 
lowing Dickson stepped in, 
removed the ignition keys 
from the BMW and called the

police. 

Mr Sadd said: “Thank good¬ 
ness no pedestrians were hurt 
or people in parked cars.” 

Ipswich Crown Court was 
told on Tuesday that Dickson, 
who works as a steel erector, 
would usually get a lift to 
work or use public transport. 

He borrowed his partner’s 
car to take himself and his 
workmates to a weekend job 
in Hornchurch. 

Richard Potts, mitigating, 
said that the incident was 
over in a matter of minutes 
and that the 47-year-old did 
not exceed the speed limit on 
the one-mile journey. 

He said: “It was a regrettable 
lapse of judgement. The rea¬ 
son he has pleaded guilty is 
that it had the potential to be 
harmful to other individuals.” 

Mr Potts also hailed the 
incident as a fall from grace 


for the 47-year-old, who has 
never taken a driving test. 

Dickson pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving, driving 
with excess alcohol, having 
no driving licence and no 
insurance. 

He was sentenced to six 
months in prison, suspended 
for 15 months. 

The 47-year-old is also 
banned from driving for two 
years and will face an extend¬ 
ed test if he applies for a 
licence. 

Sentencing him, Ms 
Recorder Heather Rogers QC 
said: “This driving took place 
shortly before 8pm in a town 
centre where other drivers 
were on the road and other 
people were present. 

“It is fortunate for you that 
the damage was only to vehi¬ 
cles and not to individuals. 

“I’m sure you apprecaite 
how serious the matter is and 
how close it was to a sentence 
of immediate imprisonment.”

He said: “I’m thinking about 
doing the London to Brighton cycle 
ride but I want to do something 
that’s going to get the adrenalin 
running - I don’t know if anything 
tops what that feeling was.”

When James Murray-White’s beloved mum Pauline 
was diagnosed with Alzheimer’s disease it was 
devastating for the whole family. Eight years later, he 
tells Louise Martin about the mother he knew before 
diagnosis, his efforts to keep her happy and safe 
at home - and how his passion for film-making is 
helping keep precious memories alive. 

P AULINE Murray-White has climbed mountains in Tibet, 
ridden camels in the desert and, in later life, found true 
love. She’s had a fulfilling career as an art and pottery 
teacher, is a mother of two grown-up sons and has been a life¬ 
long Wimbledon fan. But the once active, intelligent and 
capable woman now requires full-time care, doesn’t recognise 
herself in the mirror and is doubly incontinent. 

“Mum was diagnosed with Alzheimer’s disease in 2005,” says 
Pauline’s son, lames. “It was an immediate worry - a body blow 
really I didn’t know that much about it then...” 

Alzheimer’s disease is the most common cause of dementia, 
accounting for about two-thirds of cases in people over 65. It 
is a degenerative condition caused by abnormal proteins in 
the brain, which form clumps called ‘plaques’ and ‘tangles’, 
leading to the death of brain cells. The results can include a 
host of symptoms: memory loss, confusion, disorientation, 
impaired language skills, reduced judgement, mood swings 
and, eventually, the breakdown of basic bodily functions. There 
currently is no cure. 

Pauline was 72 when she was diagnosed. At the time, lames 
was living in lerusalem where he was working as a freelance 
journalist. 

“I can remember exacdy where I was when I got the call,” 
says lames. “I was in the flat and it was mum’s partner, lohn, 
who broke the news. He was a very calm, measured man and he 
explained they had been to their GP who had referred them to a 
consultant. 

“I tried to talk to mum on the phone about it which wasn’t 
easy. She felt very low, but I told her I would support her however 
I could.” 

lames was true to his word and just a few weeks later he 
returned to Cambridge to accompany his mum on a hospital 
appointment. “Mum’s first question at that meeting was ‘Can I 
pass it on?’,” says lames. “Her immediate concern was whether or 
not it was hereditary” 

Pauline’s diagnosis came following a knee replacement 
operation where nurses noticed a change in her behaviour 
following surgery “The nurses thought she might have suffered a 


series of mini strokes following the anaesthesia,” explains lames. 
“She started making up stories and was very unsure who lohn 
was. 

“The nurses were phoning me in lerusalem saying there was 
a problem and every time I spoke to mum over the next few 
days there was a real sense that something had changed. She 
had gone from being a confident person before she went into 
hospital to being a bit paranoid; there was a mental change.” 

Looking back, lames believes there were signs of Alzheimer’s 
disease long before his mum’s diagnosis. “There was day-to- 
day forgetfulness about the shopping and lots of repetition,” 
he explains. “On one visit home I remember sorting through 


a basket of magazines and there was a document from one of 
these rogue companies that had got lohn to sign away £5,000 on 
a holiday home. It wasn’t like mum at all to agree to something 
like that.” 

Following her separation from her husband when fames was 
7, Pauline raised her family on her own. She met lohn in later life 
and fames describes the couple as “blissfully happy”. “They had 
a lovely relationship,” he says. “lohn was a bit older than mum 
and when he moved in they built an extension so they would be 
able to live on the ground floor, so they had planned for old age 
together. lohn became physically frail and now I can see how 
they used to cover up for each other, but they were happy in their 
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little bubble.” 

James returned to the UK in 2011 and by this 
stage his mum required live-in care. “Things 
were quite in decline by then,” he explains. 
“Ironically we got carers because of John and, 
the week they started, unfortunately he went 
into hospital and never came back. That was 
three years ago now; he died of a lung infection 
aged 90 and that care soon transitioned to 
mum. 

“It was a batde to get mum the care she 
needed and we burnt through her savings in 
the process. I do feel if I hadn’t been here the 
care wouldn’t have happened and mum would 
be in a home now.” 

James believes his mum’s condition has 
progressed gradually, but she now requires 
around-the-clock-care, which he wants to 
continue in her Cambridge home, where she 
has lived for the last 25 years, for as long as 
possible. “I really hope to keep mum at home 
but it’s in the hands of fate,” he says. “However 
difficult it can be here and however despairing 
I can feel at times, I know this is still the best 
situation. Even on days when mum doesn’t 
necessarily recognise it as her home, she knows 
it’s a good space to be in.” 

Despite not remembering many of the 
people around her, Pauline responds every 
time James talks to her. “She still remembers 
me,” he smiles. “I think the important thing is 
that mum recognises a good energy, someone 
who is caring towards her. 

“There have very occasionally been those 
strange, magical days when I catch a glimpse 
of the mother I knew 20 years ago, but that 
hasn’t happened for a while. I can remember 
one clearly when I was here on a visit four or 
five years ago - it was just amazing - but I don’t 
think we’ll see many more of those days now.” 

James has inherited his mum’s passion for 
travel, and his time spent in Jerusalem, as 
well as Mongolia, north Canada, Ireland and 
Scodand, led him to discover film-making, 
which he has now turned into a career. 

In 2007, two years after his mum’s diagnosis, 
James started filming Pauline as a way of 
documenting her dementia, while keeping 
her memories alive. Called Keeping Mum, 
the 10-minute film opens on a conversation 
between the mother and son, where Pauline 
poignantly says ‘I don’t want to forget; I don’t 
think we should forget’. “When mum was 
diagnosed I realised we were a family that had 
a lot of photographs but no film,” explains 
James. “I started filming mum in everyday 
situations; I was trying to get her to talk a 
bit more about her past but at that stage her 
memory was starting to go.” 

Created over a number of years, Pauline’s 
deterioration is evident throughout the film, 
as is the affection the mother and son have for 
each other. 

Now 80, Pauline has lived with Alzheimer’s 


for eight years without medication. In the 
early stage of her illness, like many Alzheimer’s 
patients, doctors considered prescribing 
Aricept, a cholinesterase inhibitor licensed 
to treat the disease. According to Alzheimer’s 
Research UK (ARUK) - the UK’s leading 
dementia research charity, which is based in 
Cambridge - this drug can help a patient’s 
condition through improvement in thinking, 
memory, communication or day-to-day 
activities. However, others may find their 
condition stays the same, when they would 
have expected to become less able as their 
dementia progresses, while some people 
notice no effect at all. 

“Mum’s always had a fragile stomach and 
one of the side effects of Aricept, and similar 
drugs, is stomach issues,” explains James. 
“There is new stuff on the market but it does 
depend on what stage you’re at and other 
physical factors.” 

James is a supporter of dementia research, 
which he says is desperately underfunded, and, 
although he admits a breakthrough is unlikely 
to help his mum, he’s passionate about raising 
awareness of the disease. 

Alzheimer’s Research UK reports that 
dementia is affecting hundreds and thousands 
of people in the UK and that figure is expected 
to rise significantly in the next generation. 

Most are over 65, but more than 15,000 under- 
65s have dementia, often referred to as early- 
onset dementia, including people in their 50s, 
40s and even in their 30s. In Cambridgeshire 
alone, there are more than 6,000 people living 
with the disease. 

“I don’t necessarily believe in a magic 
bullet, but look how far cancer research has 
progressed in the last 30 years - they say we’ve 
virtually cured some cancers,” says James. “You 
can live with Alzheimer’s and other forms of 
dementia. Mum’s a great example of having 
lived with it for eight years without a tablet. 
We’re not seeing the worst effects of it at the 
moment, perhaps we’re staving it off? 

“I can only imagine the effects in mum’s 
head but I do believe keeping her in this 
situation, in her familiar surroundings, with 
people she knows, has made it a very gradual 
decline.”

“We’re pleased that there were no 
major incidents for our firefighters 
to respond to and I’d like to thank 
them for providing cover. 

“Normal service has now 
resumed but we’d urge people to 
continue to be safe and vigilant 
around fire risks.” 

Twenty of Suffolk’s 35 fire sta¬ 
tions were available during the 
strike and staff who were not strik¬ 


ing were on standby to crew the 
engines. 

Matt Wrack, Fire Brigades Union 
General Secretary, said the union 
has not ruled out further industrial 
action. 

He said: “This was solidly sup¬ 
ported strike action by firefighters 
across England and Wales. It has 
demonstrated their anger and their 
determination. 

“This strike was a last resort after 
the government refused to negoti¬ 
ate - and a warning shot that fire¬ 
fighters are serious about keeping a 
fair, safe and workable pensions 
scheme.” 


Firefighters are concerned about 
government proposals to change 
the pensions scheme, which could 
see some staff working until they 
are in their sixties. 

Mr Wrack said: “Firefighters 
across the country are reporting a 
fantastic response from the public, 
who seem to understand that the 
government’s proposals on pen¬ 
sions are ludicrous. 

“We haven’t ruled out further 
industrial action, but let’s hope 
common sense wins out, public 
safety is put first and the govern¬ 
ment comes back open to compro¬ 
mise.”

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Charging tolls on A14 
‘would be damaging’ 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched 
to fight a proposed toll on the 
A14 which would cause a “unique 
disadvantage” for the county. 

The Suffolk Chamber of 
Commerce has spoken out at the 
proposals to turn part of the A14 
near Huntingdon into a toll road, 
which will begin construction in 
2015 if given the go ahead. 

Last week the Chamber 
launched its ‘No Toll Tax on 
Suffolk’ campaign against what it 
described as “damaging” propos¬ 
als. 

Chief executive John Dugmore 
said: “For many years, Suffolk 
Chamber, our members and 
firms across the county have 
been calling for improvements to 
this major part of our economic 
infrastructure, however not at

the expense of tolling. 

“There is no doubt though that 
the proposals put forward by the 
Department for Transport will be 
damaging to our economy and 
tolling of the A14 will have a det¬ 
rimental impact on business and 
Suffolk.” 

The plans are being consulted 
on over the next two months. 

Cars would be expected to pay 
£1 or £1.50 to use the road, while 
lorries would pay between £2 and 
£3. 

Mr Dugmore said: “These pro¬ 
posals provide a unique disad¬ 
vantage for Suffolk. Suffolk busi¬ 
nesses will be unique in facing a 
toll to get goods to market and to 


get supplies from businesses 
around the country. 

“The Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg last week suggested 
that the new toll road would 
‘spread the burden’ on improve¬ 
ments to the A14. Spreading the 
burden is exactly what tolls will 
not do. Rather, they will put a 
greater burden on this particular 
part of the country.” 

Adding his voice to the cam¬ 
paign, Cllr Graham Newman, 
Suffolk County Council cabinet 
member for roads and transport, 
said: “We support improvements 
being made to the A14 but tolling 
the road will create unfairness. 

“It is a toll uniquely on Suffolk 
businesses - and that is an unfair 
tax on the county The 
Government must listen to the 


voice of business and rethink 
their tolling proposals.” 

A representative for the 
Highways Agency told the News 
last week: “The level of tolling 
proposed is more than offset by 
the business benefits of more reli¬ 
able and reduced journey times.

Man caught with Fair offers 
£100k of cannabis i° bs advice 


Hospice care 
goes digital 


A MAN caught with almost 
£100,000 worth of cannabis 
claims that assets police say 
were gained from his crimes 
and should be seized were a 
gift from his mother. 

Hanif Shakeri was jailed for 
12 months last November 
after pleading guilty to pos¬ 
sessing cannabis with intent 
to supply, careless driving and 
possession of criminal prop¬ 
erty. 

Police found that Shakeri, 

27, was storing a large quan¬ 
tity of cannabis, scales, plas¬ 
tic bags and seven mobile 
phones at his home at Home 
Farm, Stradishall, near 
Haverhill, after he was 
detained for dangerous driv¬ 
ing on December 13, 2011. 

This week Shakeri, who was 


released from prison immedi¬ 
ately after being sentenced 
because he had already spent 
329 days on remand, returned 
to court for a hearing 
designed to recoup as much 
as possible of what he gained 
from his offending. 

Specialist financial investi¬ 
gators have established that 
Shakeri has assets worth 
£455,000 and that the value 
of the cannabis found at his 
property was £94,500. 

However, Shakeri, who is 
from Iran originally, is disput¬ 
ing that following the death of 
his father, his mother had sold 
properties in Iran and trans¬ 
ferred the proceeds to him. 

The case has been 
adjourned until December 
pending further inquiries.

EVERYONE is above the law, including the 
police, in Jon S Baird's giddy and grim black 
comedy adapted from Irvine Welsh's novel of 
the same name. 

Filth mixes a heady cocktail of sex, drugs 
and wanton violence and then spikes the 
noxious brew with a generous dash of racism 
and homophobia. 

Those of a nervous disposition will be 
fortunate to survive the opening five minutes 
unscathed as Baird paints a wickedly funny 
portrait of Edinburgh's police force as a boy's 
club of degenerates and scoundrels who 
commit adultery and gleefully sabotage a 
colleague's chances of promotion.

It’s a bumper year for apples, experts 
have told us, thanks to last year’s wet 
summer, this year’s late spring and the 
glorious summer of 2013 - but what if 
things haven’t gone so well? 

While many gardeners will be crowing 
about the vast amount of apples 
they've picked from their groaning 
trees, a few will no doubt be wracking 
their brains about the lack of fruit, 
brown spots, maggots and general poor 
performance. 

So, if you're in the latter category, 
why might this have happened? 

Well, the tree may be in too dry a 
spot, which will result in little growth. 

It may be too wet and the roots may 
drown each winter, especially in a 
heavy soil when the roots may be 
confined in a hole full of water after 
every rain. 

You also need to look at your soil, 
which may be too acid, too alkaline or 
just poor, with few nutrients. 

Exposure to sun also has a bearing. If 
the site is too shady then the plant can 
become stunted. 

Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
fruit specialist Jim Arbury, who will be 
identifying apples at several of the RHS 
Taste of Autumn Festival events this 
month, explains: "Sometimes you will 
find trees originally planted in the sun 
may have become shaded by a conifer 
hedge or a building and this can affect

fruiting. There have been situations 
where fruit may appear on one side of 
the tree which isn't shaded and not on 
the other, which is." 

If the tree was container-planted 
when you bought it, did you make 
sure you teased out the roots before 
planting? If not, they may all be 
trapped in their original place where 
they are now strangling each other 
underground - a problem which is often 
presented by the plant bursting into 
life in spring before petering out and 
looking forlorn all summer. 

Others say their apple trees have 
grown well but simply haven't flowered 
in spring. This is generally down to 
flowers being destroyed by frost, or 
trees being too young or too vigorous. 

"Often, when you've neglected a 
tree, then prune it very hard it will react 
by producing vigorous growth and 


may take time to crop again," Arbury 
explains. 

A give-away sign is when the 
branches are growing very strongly 
upwards, often with leaves that are 
dark green. 

"The best thing to do with a 
neglected tree is to prune it over two to 
three years, to balance everything out, 
but it may take a few years to settle 
down again." 

Trees which look healthy but don't 
fruit may be the victims of a serious 
water shortage at the start of the 
season, a problem which can easily be 
rectified. 

They may also need another 
pollinator, especially if you live in an 
urban area with few other trees around. 
Apples generally need partners, but 
usually there are so many apple trees 
about that you can get away without 
planting a partner yourself. However, 
if in doubt, plant another apple tree 
nearby. 

Apples infested with maggots and 
holes may have fallen victim to apple 
sawfly or codling moth. The best way 
to control them is to be vigilant early on 
in the season, removing any infected 
fruitlets and clearing up any fallen 
ones and destroying them as soon as 
possible along with the maggots within. 

Heavy mulches under the trees laid 
over a woven fabric or plastic-sheet 


gardening 



layer traps the hibernating pupai above. 
You can then expose them to the birds 
by raking the mulch aside in winter. 

Arbury warns apple growers that 
their bumper crop this year might not 
be repeated next year if their trees 
suffer from biennial bearing, carrying a 
heavy crop one year and little or none 
the next. The tree exhausts itself by 
overcropping one year and then has to 
take a year or more off. 

"Biennial bearing often happens in 
unpruned trees. It's best to prune the 
trees (generally once between leaf fall 
in autumn and bud burst in spring) so 
that the cropping will balance out year 


on year." 

Another solution to biennial bearing 
is that after the June drop (which 
usually happens in July, when fruitlets 
fall from the trees), you should thin the 
fruits, removing at least half including 
the crowded, diseased and deformed 
and leaving only the best. This reduces 
the load on the tree by lessening the 
number of seeds, which it takes a lot of 
energy for the tree to make. The tree 
should fruit each year if the fruits are 
always thinned.
